HUGH GRINDSTAFF 


The ANC faces new 
challenges with a new District 
government and Congressional 
budget restraints. These 
changes create a need for our 
ANC to work cohesively to re- 
tain the character of our 
historic and residential 
neighborhood.

UPDATE 


26th & L PUD Lapses 
By Fon Nowick 


One of the longest-running 
zoning cases in our 
neighborhood has just taken a 
sudden, even ironic, turn. The 
case involves the property at the 
southeast corner of 26th and L 
Streets, one of the last remain- 
ing undeveloped parcels in 
Foggy Bottom. After a tortuous 
history, low-rise development 
may be on the horizon. 

As for background, the site 
was once home to several attrac- 
tive townhouses and one of the 
last freestanding houses in 
Foggy Bottom. Developer Ted 
Pedas bought these properties in 
the early 1980s, had them raz- 
ed, and sold the lot to another 
group of developers. The group 
— including attorney Richard 
Bennett and several Washington: 
Redskins — applied for a plan- 
ned unit development (PUD) to 
build a massive highrise on the 
site. 

The FBA, ANC, and several 
nearby condominiums (Potow- 
mac Overlook, Bader, West- 
bridge) opposed the project 
before the Zoning Commission. 
They argued that the building 
would be out of scale with any 
others in the area, offered no 
amenities, blended poorly with 
the design of nearby buildings, 
and was of only nominally 
residential use. The developer 
and the Zoning Commission 
made some changes, but the 
Commission approved the 
PUD. 

The developers faced financial 
problems and failed to build. 
The site lay vacant for years, 
changing hands ‘several times. 
The various owners applied for 
— and received — approval to 
extend the PUD despite 
neighborhood objections. This 
past summer, they. applied for 
yet another extension. Com-

ments on it were due to the Zon- 
ing Commission by October 7. 

The FBA Board in early Oc- 
tober filed a letter objecting to 
the extension. It argued that the 
initial PUD was inappropriate, 
that extending it set a dangerous 
precedent, and that owners 
should not be rewarded for fail- 
ing to properly maintain the site. 

At the same time, an unex- 
pected development occurred. 
The owner who filed the renewal 
application — a partnership led 
by former owner Ted Pedas — 
sold the property to another 
developer who decided not to 
seek renewal of the PUD. 
Market and financial conditions, 
the attorney said, made building 
such a PUD unfeasible. The new 
devleoper — Lawrence Brandt 
Inc., — instead is planning to 
build low-rise residential units 
designed to look like ... 
townhouses! 

The new developer withdrew 
the PUD extension application 
on October 6. The letter 
acknowledged that the site 
would thus “‘revert to the pre- 
existing regulations and maps.”’ 
About half of the site is thus now 
rezoned R5D (medium-large 
scale residential, such as nearby 
Potowmac Overlook, Bader, 
etc.). The other half, closer to L 
Street, is C2C (medium-large 
scale commercial-residential use, 
such as several other buildings 
along L Street and Pennsylvania 
Avenue.) The developer recently 
told the FBA that it plans to app- 
ly soon for a building permit and

begin construction in about a 
year. The project will be entire- 
ly residential, Victorian-style, 
and matter of right, the 
developer said. 

The FBA and other neighbor- 
hood groups are arranging a 
meeting with the new developer 
to see the plans for the project. 
As the FBA Board stressed in its 
recent letter, the FBA would like 
to see the site developed and 
seeks to work with any builder 
who would do so in a way that 
would benefit the neighbor- 
hood’s residential character and 
scale. 


Health & Wellness 


On September 28, 1994 the 
D.C. Board of Zoning Adjust- 
ment (BZA) held a final hearing 
on the proposed George 
Washington University (GWU) 
Health & Wellness Center at 
23rd & G Streets, N.W., next to 
St. Mary’s Episcopal Church. 
Since its original submission, 
GWU changed the design so 
that no zoning variances were 
required. Nevertheless, neigh- 
borhood residents actively op- 
posed the project due to its in- 
appropriate use and size, par- 
ticularly in relation to the histor- 
ically landmarked St. Mary’s 
Church. The Foggy Bottom- 
West End ANC 2A, Foggy Bot- 
tom Association, the congrega- 
tion of St. Mary’s Church, and 


the Columbia Plaza Tenants 
Association testified in 
opposition. .

Chris Lamb, President of the 
Foggy Bottom Association, 
testified that ‘‘the Wellness 
Center will be a high volume 
student activity center that is 
simply incompatible with a site 
which is on the periphery of the 
campus next to a highly residen- 
tial area. In addition, the BZA- 
approved Campus Plan explici- 
ty states that the Smith Center 
will be the sole designated site 
for athletic facilities and that the 
University must be sensitive to 
historic landmarks. This pro- 
posal clearly violates the Cam- 
pus Plan and contradicts 
previous G\ U statements.”’ 

The BZA will decide in the 
next month whether to approve 
the University’s plans.

St Mary’s Court Named Innovative

On Tuesday, October 4, St. 
Mary’s Court was the site of a 
joint press conference held by the 
U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development and the Ad- 
ministration on Aging of the U.S. 
Department of Health and 
Human Services. St. Mary’s 
Court was chosen because these 
departments considered it an in- 
novative federally subsidized 
residential facility for the elderly 
and disabled. 

The purpose of the press con- 
ference was to announce new col- 
laborative efforts between HUD 
and AoA to enhance supportive 
services in housing for the elder- 
ly and disabled, and to launch a 
campaign to find examples of 
well-managed elderly housing 
that will serve as models to be 
replicated nationwide. Managers 
of housing facilities for the elderly 


_and disabled were called upon to 


submit their best examples of 
*‘service-rich’’ housing for con- 
sideration in the two-month 

Mr. Fernando Torres-Gil, 
Assistant Secretary for Aging at 
HHS said that ‘‘. . . older and 
disabled persons want the choice 
of living independently” and 
should ‘‘. . . have the choice to 
remain active in their com- 


munities and live as independ- 
ently as possible among familiar 
and safe surroundings.” __ 

An objective of the joint agen- 
cy effort is to ensure that those 
who choose to “‘age in place” are 
better served through access to 
basic human and social services 
such as homemakers, personal 
care, in-home health care, shop- 
ping assistance and congregate 
meals. Further, that the facilities 
work with the residents to en- 
courage community involvment, 
thereby lessening the sense of 
social isolation. 

Mr. Torres-Gil added that he 
was pleased to join the effort to 
provide ‘‘. . . enhanced support 
for nationwide efforts that are 
already under way in facilities like 
St. Mary’s Court... .”

debris, or else . . . . There was 
no phone number, address, or 
signature. There was no way to 
explain that the appropriate par- 
ties had been called for trash 
pick-up or that there were no 
flowers on my property to be 
destroyed in the first place. 

Time passed and notes from 
Monitor 6 arrived with regulari- 
ty. If a day passed without one, 
I would search about, in shock, 
worried that I had missed one 
stuck in a bush, informing me 
that this was not an appropriate 
shrub and should be destroyed. 
My landlord never lived in the 
house or in Foggy Bottom and 
so could not inform me of com- 
munity customs such as putting 
the trash out a day late after 
holidays. That Labor Day 
weekend, I awoke to find my 
trash on my front doorstep with 
a note from you-know-who ac- 
companied by a highlighted, 
explanation-pointed list of rules. 
Not long after, I found someone 
else’s trash had been tossed over 
the back fence onto the patio; 
however, this time there was no 
note. Over the next three or four 
months I received stern notes on 
everything from leaf raking to 
tacky fast-food flyers. (By the 
way, Monitor 6, these bother 
me too. Not only are they un- 
sightly but they let potential 
burglars know you are probably 
not at home.)

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I stopped receiving notes from 
Monitor 6 around December, 
though there was one incident 
involving an orphaned trash can 
left in front of my house. My 
neighbor and I waited for some- 
one to claim it before she 
delivered it to another friend 
who needed one. Before that, I 
used to find the thing upside 
down on my azaleas and other 
spring flowers and the trash 
from within (passersby thought 
it was a public can) strewn about 
my yard. 

Monitor 6 has found a new 
victim. And there may be more 
we just don’t know about. Some 
perfectly nice, polite graduate 
students moved in down the 
street. One morning they were 
confused, appalled, and pro- 
bably a little irate to find some- 
one else’s garbage tossed into 
their yard. And yes, there was 


the telltale note from Monitor 6. - 


I think everyone on our side of 
the street saw their reply note. 
Though I cannot recall the ex- 
act wording, I remember want- 
ing to applaud. 

- Who is Monitor 6? I suspect 
(at the risk of being sexist) from 
the handwriting and tone, that 
Monitor 6 is a female who has 
resided in Foggy Bottom for 
some time and who genuinely 
cares for the neighobrhood. I 
also believe she is someone with 
a great distaste for newcomers 
— especially those considerably 
younger than she. By not sign- 
ing her name, but using her self- 
appointed title (no one knows of 
a Monitor 1,2,3...), she ob-

AT HOME... 


1. The best lock cannot func- 
tion if you fail to lock it. Be 
sure you lock your doors during 
the day, even if you are home, 
and even if you only leave it for 
a few minutes (to walk the dog, 
get the mail, etc.) 


2. Never open the door 
automatically after a knock. 
Require the caller to identify 
himself satisfactorily; this in- 
cludes repairmen, delivery mén, 
and policmen as well. Utilize 
chain bolt when checking 
identification. 


3. Inside and outside lights 
give you a good deal of protec- 
tion. Leave lights on at night, 
even when away from home. 
Use timers and change location 
of the lights from time-to-time. 


4. Leave a light on the door you 
will be using when you return 
home after dark. Have key 
ready so that door can be open- 
ed immediately. 


5. When a stranger asks to use 
your phone, do not permit him 
to enter. Offer to summon 
emergency assistance or make 
the call for him. 


6. If a window or door has 
been forced or broken while you 
were absent, DO NOT 
ENTER OR CALL OUT. Use 
a neighbor’s phone immediate- 
ly to call the police and wait out- 
side until they arrive.
